Farm  production  expenses  continued  to  increase  in  I9>t5,  totaling  about  i|  per- 
cent higher  than  In  1944.  They  have  increased  by  87  percent  since  1939,  compared  with 
an  increase  of  122  percent  from  19m  to  1920.  Livestock  purchases  increased  29  percent 
over  I9I+1*;  taxes,  II  percent;  and  wages,  6  percent.  Net  rent  to  nonfarm  landlords  was 
about  the  same  as  in  191+4.  Expenditure  for  feed  and  farm-mortgage  interest  decreased 
slightly  from  the  preceding  year.

Total  cash  receipts  from  farni  inarketinr,s  in  April  were  only  2  percent  greater 
than  in  the  same  month  lest  year.    Regional  chanp;es  also  v:ere  small,  ranging  from 
2  percent  belovf  last  year  in  the  North  and  South  Atlantic  Regions  to  5  percent 
above  19  45  in  the  East  North  Central  Region, 

There  was  no  significant  change  for  the  country  as  a  whole  in  total  cash 
receipts  from  marketings  of  livestock  and  products  in  April  as  com.pared  with  April 
1945;  but  regional  changes  varied  from  18  percent  belo^v  last  year  in  the  South 
Atlantic  Region  to  6  percent  above  in  the  lYest  North  Central  Region.     Receipts  in 
the  North  Atlantic  Region  showed  a  decline  of  5  percent,  v/hile  slight  incroases 
were  registered  in  the  South  Centrel  and  Western  Regions,     The  East  North  Central 
Region  showed  practically  no  change. 

Income  fro:u  crops  in  April  increased  6  percent  over  April  of  last  year.  A 
decline  of  18  percent  in  the  West  North  Centrr^-l  Region  only  partly  offset  gains  im 
all  other  regions,  the  ln.rgast  of  v?hica  vrc  23  porcent  in  tho  East  North  Central  V 
Region,  i 

Cash  receipts  from  both  livestock  and  crons  in  the  United  States  during  tho 
first  4  months  of  1946  v/ere  3  percent  less  than  in  the  same  period  last  year.     The  | 
only  region  to  show  an  increase  in  total  crop  and  livestock  receip-^-s  in  the  4-month 
period  was  the  West  North  Central  Region  with  a  gain  of  6  percent.    Slight  to  moder- 
ate declines  occurred  in  all  other  regions  except  the  Vfestern  Region  where  there  v;as  : 
no  change.    Regional  totals  for  livestock  ^nd  products  during  the  4-month  period 
showed  a  decline  of  21  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  v.dth  more  moderate  de* 
clines  in  the  North  Atlantic,  East  North  Cnntral^  nnd  South  Central  Regions,  and 
small  increases  in  the  West  North  Central  and  Vlest-rn  Regions,     Crop  receipts  were 
dovm  in  all  regions  except  the  East  and  '.."est  North  Central;  the  East  North  Central 
showed  a  gain  of  16  porcent,  and  the  South  Central  a  drop  of  14  percent. 

North  Atlantic  Region 

Total  cash  receipts  in  April  were  2  percent  higher  than  in  the  some  month 
last  year.     Cash  receipts  from  all  livestock  -groups  declined,  vrith  an  average  dec  re  as 
of  6  percent  for  all  groups  combined,    A  signiflcent  gain  in  +-obacco  receipts,  due 
largely  to  higher  nrices,  accounted  for  most  of  tho  10-percent  increase  in  total  cash 
receipts. 

For  the  first  4  m.onths,  total  cash  receipts  dpclin^^d  9  percent*    Receipts  froir 
livestock  and  products  decreased  9  percent,  ^vith  most  of  the  decline  occurring  in 
meat  animals  and  dairy  products.    Receipts  fror>  crops  declined  8  percent,  reflecting 
a  substantial  drop  in  receipts  from,  apples. 

East  North  Central  Region 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  in  April  incronsod  2B  percent  above  last  year,  vfith 
soybeans  and  oats  showing  the  greatest  gains.    Slight  increases  in  incom.  from  meat 
animals  and  dairy  products  offset  a  decline  for  poultry  and  eggs,  and  no  change  was 

registered  for  livestock  and  products  as  a  v^hole.    Total  cash  receipts  increased  onl- 

5  percent.

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Revised  Monthly  Estjjnates  of  Cash  Receipts  for  1945 

Revisions  in  the  monthly  estim-.tes  of  cash  receipts  by  States  for  1945, 
presented  in  tables  5-7,  are  based  on  more  adequate  information  as  to  quantities 
sold  than  was  available  at  the  time  the  orij^inal  estimates  vrere  made.    As  even 
better  data  on  marketings  in  1945  will  become  available  next  year,  the  present 
monthly  estimates,  like  the  recently  published  annual  estimates,  are  still  subject 
to  revision.     They  are  considerably  more  accurate,  however,  than  those  that  were 
published  in  the  monthly  issues  of  the  Farm  Income  Situation  during  1945;  and  they 
total  to  the  revised  annual  f.stimates  for  1945  presented  in  the  April  1946  issue. 
These  monthlv  previsions  for  1945  are  published  primarily  in  order  to  provide  a 
better  bac-is' for  comparison  with  the  movement  of  monthly  cash  receipts  m  1946. 
Revisions  for  earlier  years  are  not  yet  available.

Gross  farm  income  in  I9U5  was  3  percent  higher  than  in  19^4;  but  ^-dth  pro- 
duction eroenses  up  U  percent,  the  realized  net  income  of  farm  operators  '.'^as  only 
2  percent  above  19^-U,     Net  income  of  all  persons  on  farms  from  farming  operations 
continued  well  above  t)arity  as  defined  in  current  legislation,  having  increased  5 
percent  from  I9UU  to  19^^.     Total  net  income  from  agrictilture  v/as  also  up  5  percent, 
v;ith  agriculture  accoimting  for  one-tenth  of  total  national  income  in  19^. 

Income  of  Farm  Operators 

Realized  net  income  of  farm  operators  represents  gross  income  less  produc- 
tion expenses,  the  former  including  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  and  Govern- 
ment -oayments,  the  value  of  farm-uroduccd  food  and  fuel  consumed  on  farms,  and  the 
rental  value  of  farm  dwellings.     Realized  net  income  in  19^5  amounted  to  13,229 
million  dollars.    This  was  higher  than  in  I9UU  by  2  percent,  or  254  million  dollars. 
Gross  income  wr.s  up  69I  million  dollars,  or  almost  3  percent;  but  a  large  part  of 
this  increase  wag  offset  by  a  rise  of  ^37  million  dollars,  or  U  percent,  in'  pro- 
duction costs.     Although  the  value  of  home  consUi-rtption  and  the  rental  value  of 
dwellings  were  both  higher,  most  of  the  19^  increase  in  gross  income  resulted 
from  increased  receipts  from  farm  rc-?.rketings.     Total  Government  payments  in  I9U5 
were  a  little  less  than  in  I9UU.     (Table  2.) 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  continued  to  rise  in  19^5»  "but  at  a 
reduced  rate.     The  nercentage  gain  in  1?%  v/as  the  smallest  of  recent  yeaJs;  and 
the  upv.'ard  movement  that  has  r)revailed  .since  I938  shows  signs  of  tapering  off, 
(Table  g,)     The  U-percent  increase  in  production  pxnenses,  on  the  other  hand,  v/as 
practically  the  same  relative  increase  as  occurred  in  19^'^,     Labor  costs,  chargrs 
for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  motor  vehicles,  expenditures  for  fertilizer 
and  lime,  and  livestock  iDurchases  v/ere  all  at  record  high  levels  in  19^5.  Ex- 
penditures for  livestock,  up  29  percent,  showed  the  larg'=st  relative  increase  from 
19^1+,     Labor  costs  were  6  -percent  higher,  and  farm-property  taxes  v;ere  11  percent 
above  I9UU,    Expenditures  for  feed  and  farn^-mortgage  inter-^st  payments  showed  snail 
declines,  while  rents  to  nonfarm  landlords  remained  -practically  unchanged. 
(Table  9.) 

Farmers'  Net  Inv'^^stment 

Realized  net  income  of  farm  operators  represents  th-^  n^t  income  that  they 
actvially  received  fluring  the  year,  either  in  cash,  or  in  commodities,  or  sor^-ices 
for  family  consuontion.  It  does  not  include  the  net  change  in  cr^p  and  livestock 
inventories  on  farms,  which  was  relatively  small  in  19^5.  does,  however,  in- 

clude changes  in  farm  inventories  of  machinery,  buildings,  .and  other  equipment 
used  in  farm  i^roduction.    These  latter  chpjiges  represent  farmers'  net  investment 
in  capital  equipment  during  the  year.     Their  inclusion    in  realized  net  income 
arises  from  the  fact  that  normal  charges  for  depreciation  and  mainten.ance  of 
capital  equipment  are  included  in  -production  expenses  instead  of  fpjrmers'  actual 
expenditures  on  such  equi-pm^nt.     This  not  investment  was  negative  in  1945»  5iow- 
ever,  when  farm^^rs  snent  I83  million  dollars  less  than  the  amount  charged  off  as 
necessary  for  upkee-p  and  replacement  of  the  equipment  on  farms,     (Table  11,) 

Farmers  as  a  whol°  managed  to  maintain  their  stock  of  motor  vehicles  and 
other  machinery  in  fai'rly  good  shape  during  19^1  ^^t  their  expenditures  would 
doubtless  have  been  considerably  larger  if  more  new  equipment  had  been  available. 
Farm  buildings,  on  the  other  hand,  have  shown  marked  deterioration  in  recent  years. 
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During  the  depression  period  of  the  1930' s,  expenditurps  on  farm  "buildings  dropped 
to  very  low  levels,  and  a  Large  "backlog  of  needed  mainten.ance  vras  built  up.  A 
start  had  "been  m;^de  "before  the  war  in  reducing  this  bf\cklog,  but  it  v;as  brought  to 
an  abrupt  halt  by  the  scarcities  of  labor  and  mpterinls  and  th«  restrictions  im- 
poseii  on  construction  work  during  the  war.    By  I9U5  the  difference  between  farmers'' 
actual  expenditures  on  buildings  and  the  amount-  that  would,  have  been  required  for 
full  upkeep  .^nd  rpx)laceaent  was  the  largest  on  record.     (Tables  9  and  10^) 

¥ith  war-time  scarcities  .and  restrictions  TDr^venting  farmers  from  investing! 
as  heavily  as  they  would  have  liked  in  machinery,  buildings,  and  other  equipment, 
they  again  used  a  considerable  part  of  their  current  income  to  reduce  their  indebt- 
edness.    Total  farm-mortgage' debt  on  January  1^  19U6  ^as  only  5,081  million  dollaisi 
almost  k  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier,     (Table  12,) 

Income  of  Persons  on  Farms  "         .  '  ' 

Net  income  of  persons  on  farms  from  farming  was  ikfjUO  million  dollars  in 
I9U5,    This  includes  (l)  the  realized  net  income  of  farm  operators,  (2)  the  value 
of  changes  in  crop  and  livestock  inventories  during  the  year,  and  (3)  farm  wages 
received  by  laborers  living  on  farms.     Changes  in  crop  and  livestock  inventories 
are  introduced  here  primarily  to  insure  comparability .with  the  income  of  persons 
not  on  farms,  which  includes  changes  in  nonfarm  business  inventories,  Decreases 
during  I9U5  in  farm  inventories  of  some  crop  and  livestock  items  were  largely  off- 
set by  increases  for  otherg,  as  indicated  by  a  net  decline  of  only  Ul  million 
dollars  in  total  inventories  as  compared  with  a  decline  of  U08  million  dollars  in 
ISkk,     Kages  to  laborers  living  on  farms  were  more  than -5  percent  higher  in  1'^^ 
than  in  19UU^     Higher  realized  incomes  of  farm  operators  and'  farm  laborerg^  to- 
gether vath  the  smaller  downward  adjustment  for  inventories,  rpsulted  in  a  5-per- 
cent increase  in  the  npt  incomp  of  persons  on  farms  from  agriculture  and  Govern- 
ment payment Sk     (Table  2.) 

If  only  cash  income  and  cash  expenditures  are  considered,  the  increase 
was  smaller.     Net  cash  available  to  TDersons  on  farms  in  I9U5,  after  deducting  all 
cash  spent  for  "oroduction  -DurTooses,  was  11, 99^+  million  dollars.     This  was  only  3 
percent  more  than  in  I9UU  as  compared  with  a  5-pprcent  increase  in  net  income.  The 
difference  arises  from  the  fact  that  cash  received  for  the  sale  of  crops  and  live- 
stock from  existing  inventories,  excluded  from  net  income  but  included  in  net  cash 
available,  was  much  smallpr  in  IQU5  than  in  I9UU,     (Table  10^) 

In  additi'^n  to  income  from  farming,  persons  on  farms  receive  income  from 
nonfarm  employment  and  from  .-^ther  nonagri cultural  sources^     It  is  .estimated  that 
their  total-  income  from  nonfarm  sources  in  19^5  vas  close  to  k  billion  dollars, 
but  slightly  less  than'  in  13^^     This  brings  the  total  net  income  of  the  farm 
population  from  all  sources  to  18,7  billion  dollars  in  19U5  as  comnared  v/ith  18,1 
billion  a  year  earlier.     (Table  2.) 

Income  of  Persons  Not  on  Farms 


Income  of  nersons  not  living  on  farms  amounted  to  lU3-,2  billion  dollars 
in  19^5f  almost  the  same -as  in  19'+^,     A  slight  increase  in  their  net  income  from 
agriculture  and  Government  payments  was  offset  by  a.  slight  decrease  in  nonagri- 
cultural  income,  after  allov/ing  for  the  part  that  went  to  -oersons  on  farms^ 
(Table  2j  ' 

Total  nonagri cultural  income  is  divided  between  the  farm  and  nonfarm 
populations  in  tables  2  and  3,     The  other  tables  in  this  report,  however,  are  de- 
signed to  match  the  historical  series  back  through  I9IO  -prpspnted  in  earlier 
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parity  reports.     Since  n  reliable  historical  series  on  the  Droporticn  of  total  non- 
agriciatural  incoruP  that  accrues  to  the  f:\vn  population  is  n^t  available,  €11  non- 
a~ricultural  income  is  assi.-n^^d  to  the  nonfarn  prnvm  in  these  other  tables.  For 
parity  purposes,  the  5-percent  increase  in  the  I9U5  income  of  T)ersons  on  farms  from 
farming"  should  "be  conroared  with  a  decroasn  of  less  than  1  percent  in  total  nona^ri- 
cultural  income  c^rahined  with  farm  income  received  "by  -of  rs'-ns  not  on  farms. 

Total  Incor.e  from  As-riailture 

Met  income  fron  a?^ricultur- ,  or  apiculture's  contribution  to  the  national 
incorae,  is  the  sun  of  the  net  income  from  agriculture  and  Government  payments  re- 
ceived bv  persons  on  :^arms  and  by  -oersons  not  on  farms.     It  amounted  to  16,831 
million  dollars  in  l^'k^  as  comr)ared  with  l6,105  million  in  IQW,     Since  nonagri- 
cult^oral  incornr'  sho^v.•d  ^  sli^:ht  decline,  a^f^ri culture' s  contribution  to  the  total 
increased  from  10.0  percent  in  l^UU  to  10.^  percent  in  1945.     (Table  1.) 

Income  Averages 

Because  of  a  continued  d?cline  in  the  number  of  persons  living  on  farms, 
their  per  caoita  net  income  from  agriculture  showed  a  7-percent  increase  over  I941+ 
as  cormared  with  a  rise  ^^f  5  percent  in  aggregate  n-t  income.    Per  capita  income 
from  agriculture  was  $558  in  19^5  as  compared  with  $522  in  19^^.    With  Gov- rnr.ent 
payments  and  no nagri cultural  income  included,  the  per  capita  income  of  the  farm 
population  rose  from  $708  in  1«U1+  to  $7^3  in  19^5.    Per  capita  net  income  of  per- 
sons not  living  on  farms  dropped  sliaiitly  to  $1,259  in  19^.     (Table  3,) 

The  averapre  farm  operator  realized  a  net  income  of  $2,251  from  agriculture 
iuid  Government  paym^-nts  in' I9U5,  This  was  2  percent  more  than  the  I9UU  average  of 
$2,20U.     (Table  7.) 

Parity-Income  Ratios 

Per  capita  income  of- persons  on  farms  from  farming  in  I9U5  was  veil  above 
parity  income.     The  latter,  howev>^r,  is  tied  to  changes  in  the  p-r  capita  income  of 
all  persons  in  the  nonfarm  population;  and  this  over-all  nonfarm  average  has  not 
risen- nearly  eo  much  in  recent  years  as  has  the  averaee  for  industrial  v/orkers. 
Their  wages' in  13'^5  ^averaged  $2,250  per  worker,  or  386  percent  of  the  I9IO-IU  level 
Avera/:e  hourly  earnin-s  of  factory  workers  alone  were  U83  percent  of  I9IO-IU,  'The 
average  farm  worker  in  I9U5  earned  $1,568  from  agriculture  and  Government  payments, 
or  U23- percent  of  his  earnings  in  I9IO-IU,     (Table  6.) 

In  terms  of  income  per  person  instead  of  income  per  worker,  the  parity-in- 
come ratio  exclusive  <^f  Government  payments  was  1^5t  or  I3  points  higher ■  than  in 
19U^;   •  Includin^:  Government  payments,  the  ratio  v/as  l52  as  compared  with  149  in 
IqUU*     Those  ratios  are  computed  in  accordance  with  the  definition  of  income  parity 
prescribed  in  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  I938.     The  lodtae  of  persons  on 
farms  from  farmin-  f^n^  the  income  of  the  nonfarm  population  are  reduced- to  a  per 
capita  basis  and  then  converted  to  index  numbers  with  the  19IO-IU  avervp  as  100. 
The  ratio  of  the  two  indexes  represents  the  parity-income  ratio.     In  this  computa- 
tion all  nonagri cultural  income  is  assig-ned  to  the  nonfarm  population.     (Tables  1 
and  5.) ■ 

Although  the  parity-income  ratio  (excluding  Government  payments)  was  155, 
the  parity-price  ratio,  or  the  ratio  of  prices  received  by  farmers  to  prices  paid, 
interest,  and  taxes,  av^rased  only  II6  in  I9U5.     Thus,  with  income  55  percent  ■ 
above  parity,  prices  were  only  I6  percent  above  parity  on  a  I9IO-IU  base.  The 
difference  is  due  to  the  fact  that  legislative  definitions  of  the  two  types  of 
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parities  are  quite  different.     In  a  sense,  it  al^o  arises  from  differences  in  the 
nature  and  "behavior  of  incomeand  -orices  thoraselvps.    Parity  Drices  are  concerned 
only  with  the  price  ner  unit  of  a  conmodity,  without  r^^.e-ard  to  the  volune  of  pro- 
duction.    Income,  on  the  oth^r  hand,  is  affected  "by  "both  -orice  nnd  volujno,  A 
large  part  of  the  increased  income  of  persons  on  firms  during  recent  years  has  "been 
the  result,  not  of  Thrice  incr^'-ases,  hut  of  a  tremendous  increase  in  per  capita  farm 
production.
